London, Nov. 6.—The asser-' 
tion that the sale to the Siamese

_ Pact Criticised 


Shanghhi, Nov. 6 (UP).—Tho 
Ta Kung Pao, in an editorial to- 
day, claimed that the newly 
concluded Sino-American trada 
pact will “control China's destiny 
for the next 100 years just as 
the unequal Nanking Treaty 
(ending the Opium War in 1842) 
controlled China’s destiny for 
the last century.” :

other knitters, it can halve the 
cost .of producing warp-knitted 
fabric. 

The monufacturerg ore F N, F. 
;Ltd., who represent the joint interests 
of Courtaulds and [orton Sundour 
Fabrics, ond the mochine is (he 
-result of seven years of experiment 
and research by SBritish textlle 
engincers. It 1s designed to run at 
1,000 revolutions per minute but has 
achieved 1,250 with satisfactory 
results, ‘and produces laddcr-proot 
rayon fabric of the highest quality. 

Britain has recaptured from Ger- 
many, the lead in the manufacture 
of' textile machinery. Knltters were 
first developed in Britain, but. in’ the 
period bcfore Uze. war the factorics In 
Saxony were making $00 machines 
each-year, They.only ran, however, 
at 425 revolutions per minute.
